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Annual  Livestock  Inventory,  January  1,  1940 

The  expansion  of  livestock  numbers  that  started  in  1938  con- 
tinued during  1939  at  an  accelerated  rate,  according  to  the  Agri- 
cultural Marketing  Service.  The  annual  inventory  estimates 
of  livestock  on  farms  showed  numbers  of  cattle,  milk  cows,  hogs, 
and  sheep  all  larger  on  January  1,  1940,  than  a  year  earlier.  But 
the  number  of  workstock — both  horses  and  mules — continued 
to  decline. 

As  was  to  be  expected,  the  greatest  change  occurred  in  hog 
numbers.  Supplies  of  feed  grains  in  1938  and  1939  were  larger 
than  in  other  recent  years,  particularly  in  the  North  Central 
States,  where  there  has  been  a  recovery  from  the  cumulated 
scarcity  brought  about  by  drought  years.  Hog  prices,  in  rela- 
tion to  feed  prices  were  generally  favorable  in  1938  and  most  of 
1939.  As  a  result,  both  the  spring  and  fall  pig  crops  of  1939 
were  greatly  increased  and  the  number  of  hogs  of  all  ages  on 
farms  January  1,  1940,  was  18  percent  greater  than  a  year  earlier. 

Cattle  numbers  also  were  influenced  by  larger  supplies  of  grain 
and  forage  and  by  the  relatively  favorable  feeding  situation 
during  1939,  but  the  increase  in  numbers  was  more  moderate. 
The  total  number  was  up  about  3  percent. 

The  number  of  sheep  on  farms  and  ranches  increased  1  per- 
cent. A  large  part  of  this  increase  took  place  in  the  native 
sheep  States  where  feed  supplies  were  relatively  abundant.  The 
number  of  horses  and  mules  continued  the  downward  trend  that 
has  gone  on  without  interruption  for  two  decades. 

When  the  numbers  of  all  these  species  are  converted  to  an 
animal-unit  basis,  which  allows  for  differences  in  size  and  feed 
requirements  of  the  several  species,  the  total  animal  units  on 
January  1  this  year  were  about  3K  percent  larger  than  a  year 
earlier  and  were  about  1  percent  larger  than  the  10-year  (1929-38) 
average.  The  increase  in  number  of  animal  units  during  1939 
was  the  fifth  largest  in  50  years. 

The  total  inventory  value  of  livestock  on  farms  on  January  1, 
1940  was  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  and  was  the  highest  since 
January  1,  1930.  The  total  value  of  $4,904,307,000  was  $46,- 
000,000  higher  than  a  year  ago.  There  was  a  rather  marked 
variation  among  species  in  the  relationship  between  changes  in 
numbers  and  changes  in  values.  The  numbers  of  cattle  and  sheep 
were  larger  this  year  than  last,  but  the  values  per  head  were 
higher;  the  numbers  of  horses  and  mules  were  smaller  but  the 
values  per  head  were  lower;  the  number  of  hogs  was  up  mate- 
rially but  the  value  per  head  was  down  sharply,  with  the  total 
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value  down.  (These  inventory  values  of  livestock  on  farms 
should  not  be  confused  with  the  value  of  livestock  production, 
or  with  income  from  livestock,  estimates  of  which  will  be  issued 
later  this  year.) 

The  numbers  of  both  chickens  and  turkeys  on  farms  January 
1,  1940  were  larger  than  a  year  earlier — chickens  up  4  percent 
and  turkeys,  33  percent.  The  number  of  chickens  was  the 
largest  since  1934.  The  number  of  turkeys  was  the  largest  on 
record.  The  decline  in  the  value  per  head  of  chickens  more  than 
offset  the  increased  numbers  and  the  total  value  was  down.  The 
lower  value  per  head  of  turkeys  did  not  offset  the  sharply  in- 
creased numbers  and  the  total  value  was  up. 

The  increases  in  meat  animals  and  poultry  were  general  over 
the  whole  country,  with  the  largest  increases  in  the  West  North 
Central  States  where  numbers  were  sharply  reduced  during  the 
drought  years.  Cattle  numbers  were  up  in  all  but  10  States, 
hogs  in  all  but  2  States,  chickens  in  all  but  6  States,  turkeys  in 
all  but  1  State.  The  number  of  stock  sheep  was  up  in  18  of  the  32 
States  in  which  sheet)  production  is  of  importance.  The  number 
of  milk  cows  was  up  in  28  States  and  unchanged  in  14.

Horses. — The  estimated  number  of  horses,  including  colts,  on 
farms  January  1,  1940  was  10,616,000  head,  a  decrease  of  199,000 
or  about  2  percent.  The  number  of  colts  under  1  year  of  age 
was  smaller  than  a  year  earlier,  indicating  a  further  decline 
during  1939  in  the  number  of  colts  foaled.  The  average  value 
per  head  on  January  1  this  year  was  $77.43  compared  with  $84.34 
a  year  earlier.  The  total  value  was  $822,019,000  compared  with 
$912,148,000  a  year  earlier. 

Mules. — The  number  of  mules,  including  colts,  on  January 
1  this  year  estimated  at  4,321,000  head,  was  63,000  head  or 
about  V/i  percent  smaller  than  a  year  earlier.  The  number 
of  mule  colts  under  1  year,  however,  was  larger  and  the 
largest  since  1927.  The  value  per  head  was  $114.53  compared

UNITED   STATES,  1867-1940 
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Cattle. — The  number  of  cattle  on  farms  January  1,  1940,  was 
68,769,000  head.  This  number  was  3  percent  larger  than  a  year 
earlier  and  about  4  percent  above  the  10-year  (1929-38)  average. 
About  one-fourth  of  the  increased  numbers  of  1,980,000  head 
was  in  milk  cows  and  heifers,  and  three-fourths  in  cattle  left 
principally  for  beef.  Three-fourths  of  the  increase  was  in  the 
region  including  the  States  bordering  the  Mississippi  River  and 
eastward  with  only  1  State  in  this  whole  region  with  smaller 
numbers  than  a  year  earlier.  Rather  sharp  reductions  in  num- 
bers in  Texas  and  several  of  the  Western  States  tended  to  offset 
general  increases  in  other  States  in  the  Great  Plains  and  western 
regions.  The  average  value  per  head  of  cattle  on  January  1, 
1940  was  $40.57  compared  with  $38.45  a  vear  earlier,  with  the 
total  value  of  $2,790,213,000  up  $221,962,000  from  a  year  earlier. 
This  is  the  highest  cattle  inventory  value  since  1930. 

The  number  of  milk  cows  (cows  and  heifers  2  years  old  and 
over  kept  for  milk)  was  25,334,000  head,  an  increase  of  about 
1  percent.  The  number  of  yearling  heifers  kept  for  milk  cows 
was  estimated  at  5,433,000  head,  which  was  up  308,000  head  or 
6  percent,  and  the  number  of  heifer  calves  being  kept  for  milk 
cows  of  5,654,000  head  was  a  little  smaller  than  a  year  earlier. 
The  value  per  head  of  milk  cows  this  year  was  estimated  at 
$57.22  compared  with  $55.68  a  year  earlier.

Milk  Production  in  1939 

Milk  production  in  the  United  States  in  1939  is  estimated  to 
have  been  1.2  percent  greater  than  in  1938  and  about  4  percent 
greater  than  in  1933,  the  year  of  next  highest  production.  How- 
ever, milk  production  per  capita,  which  appears  to  have  varied 
within  narrow  limits  during  recent  years,  was  about  a  half  of 
1  percent  larger  than  in  1938  and  about  1%  percent  above  the 
average  during  the  preceding  10  years.  The  average  number  of 
milk  cows  on  farms  during  1939  was  about  1  percent  larger  than 
in  1938  and  production  per  cow  appears  to  have  been  very  slightly 
higher,  most  of  the  increase  being  in  the  first  few  months  of  the 
year.  The  average  production  per  cow  is  estimated  at  4,538 
pounds  or  528  gallons,  which  is  above  the  estimated  production 
per  cow  in  any  of  the  preceding  15  years  except  1929.

Regionally,  the  increase  in  milk  production  over  1938  was  most 
pronounced  in  the  central  and  northern  Great  Plains  and  eastern 
Rocky  Mountain  areas  where  restocking  of  milking  herds  has 
been  apparent  and  where  heavy  production  per  cow  has  been 
encouraged  by  supplementary  feeding  which  offset,  to  a  large 
extent,  an  only  fair  pasture  season  in  1939.  In  the  States  from 
Idaho,  Montana,  and  North  Dakota,  south  Arizona,  New 
Mexico,  and  Kansas,  milk  production  in  1939  was  up  from  2  to 
9  percent  as  compared  with  1938. 

In  the  Northeast,  where  many  important  dairy  areas  suffered 
from  drought  last  summer,  milking  herds  were'  increased  only 
slightly  and  milk  production  was  generally  not  far  from  that  in 
1938.  In  the  eastern  and  central  Corn  Belt  States,  milk  cow 
numbers  in  1939  were  only  slightly  above  those  in  1938,  but  a

generally  favorable  season  with  ample  feed  supplies  resulted 
in  moderate  increases  in  milk  production  per  cow  and  total 
milk  production.  In  Michigan  increases  in  both  milk  cows  and 
production  per  cow  resulted  in  milk  production  in  1939  Dearly  4 
percent  above  that  in  1938,  while  in  Wisconsin  an  increase  in  cow 
numbers  was  partially  offset  by  some  decline  in  milk  production 
per  cow. 

In  the  South,  most  States  east  of  the  Mississippi  River  showed 
moderately  higher  milk  production  in  1939  than  in  1938,  but 
West  Virginia,  Kentucky,  and  Mississippi  showed  a  decline,  and 
west  of  the  Mississippi  River,  milk  production  ranged  from  no 
change  to  a  4-percent  decline  in  Texas.  On  the  Pacific  coast  milk 
production  was  up  slightly,  with  the  most  pronounced  change  in 
Washington.

Western  livestock  and  Range  Report,  Feb.  1,  1940 

(17  Western  States) 

Ranges  east  of  the  Continental  Divide  were  snow-covered 
during  January,  with  storms  and  cold  weather  unfavorable  for 
livestock.  West  of  the  main  range  mild  weather  and  moisture 
improved  early  ranges  and  later  range  prospects. 

January  snows  covered  much  of  the  ranges  and  pastures  east 
of  the  main  range  and  in  the  western  great  plains.  Cold  weather 
damaged  new  feed  in  parts  of  Texas.  These  factors  reduced 
the_  supply  of  native  range  feeds,  but  supplied  much  needed 
moisture  and  stock  water  on  some  winter  ranges.  West  of  the 
Continental  Divide,  mild  temperatures  and  moisture  greatly 
improved  range  feed  in  California  and  later  feed  prospects  in  the 
other  States.  Snow  and  severe  weather  necessitated  consider- 
able feeding  east  of  the  main  range,  particularly  in  the  1939 
drought  areas.  Feed  supplies  were  generally  ample  in  the  Far 
Western  States,  but  east  of  the  divide  it  has  been  necessary  to 
import  feeds  where  1939  crops  and  ranges  were  short.     Desert

sheep  ranges  were  made  available  by  stock  water,  where  earlier 
grazing  had  been  limited  by  shortage  of  stock  water.  More 
moisture  is  needed  for  the  dry  areas  in  the  western  Great  Plains. 
Snowfall  in  mountain  range  areas  has  been  below  normal. 

The  condition  of  western  ranges  is  the  third  lowest  in  17  years 
of  record  for  February  1.  The  condition  of  ranges  on  February 
1  was  72  percent,  the  same  as  a  month  earlier,  compared  with  79 
percent  a  year  ago,  and  the  10-year  (1930-39)  average  of  75 
percent. 

Cattle  are  in  fair  to  good  condition,  but  suffered  some  shrinkage 
during  January  in  areas  that  had  snow  and  severe  weather. 
Losses  were  generally  light,  and  there  are  few  thin  cattle  except 
in  local  1939  drouth  areas.  Cattle  were  fed  rather  heavily 
during  January  in  the  western  Great  Plains  and  east  of  the  main 
range.  Some  concentrates  were  shipped  into  parts  of  these 
areas  and  limited  local  feed  supplies  were  being  rapidly  depleted 
in  1939  drouth  areas.  The  condition  of  cattle  declined  during 
January  east  of  the  main  range,  with  a  small  improvement  west 
of  the  Continental  Divide. 

The  condition  of  cattle  and  calves  on  February  1,  1940,  was 
79  percent,  compared  with  81  percent  a  month  earlier,  84  percent 
a  year  ago,  and  the  10-year  (1930-39)  average  of  81  percent. 

The  condition  of  sheep  and  lambs  on  February  1,  1940,  was 
84  percent,  the  same  as  on  January  1,  1940,  compared  with  86 
percent  a  year  ago,  and  the  10  year  (1930-39)  average  of  85 
percent.

I  These  records  of  production  and  stocks  of  feed  grains  on  farms  do  not  show  the  quantities  of  grain  and  grain  products  fed  but  do  provide  helpful  comparisons  between 
seasons  and  serve  to  explain  some  of  the  changes  in  the  numbers  of  the  various  species,  in  the  rates  of  feeding  and  in  livestock  production.  The  grain  production  shown  here 
includes  "all  corn"  (including  that  used  for  silage  or  hogged  off  and  the  grain  equivalent  of  corn  harvested  as  green  feed  or  fodder),  oats,  barley,  and  such  grain  sorghum  as 
was  harvested  as  grain.  Part  of  this  feed  grain  was  exported  or  used  for  milling,  brewing,  or  for  seed.  Supplies  of  grain  for  feeding  were  also  supplemented  by  various  amounts 
of  wheat,  rye,  soybeans,  cottonseed,  etc.,  and  occasionally  by  imports.  Supplies  of  wheat  offal,  cottonseed  meal,  and  byproduct  feeds  not  derived  from  feed  grains  also  totaled 
7  to  %yi  million  tons  in  most  of  these  years.  Variations  in  the  carry-overs  of  barley  and  grain  sorghums  and  in  the  quantity  of  grain  stored  elsewhere  than  on  farms  also 
affected  the  supply  of  grain  available  for  feeding  during  particular  periods.  The  feeding  value  of  grain  per  ton  has  varied  slightly  with  quality  and  with  shifts  between  grains . 
In  the  country  as  a  whole,  total  feeding  requirements  per  unit  of  livestock  on  farms  have  depended  in  part  on  the  relative  number  of  each  species,  on  where  they  were  located, 
on  the  number  kept  elsewhere  than  on  farms,  on  the  length  of  the  pasture  season,  on  the  condition  of  pastures  and  ranges,  on  the  quantity  and  quality  of  the  roughage  avail- 
able, on  the  care  with  which  the  rations  were  balanced,  on  how  much  of  the  grain  fed  to  cattle  was  ground,  and  on  how  long  the  cattle  and  lambs  marketed  were  grain-fed.  The 
quantity  fed  has  been  materially  affected  by  the  volume  of  supplies  available  and  by  relative  prices. 

•  For  years  1919-26  stocks  of  corn  and  oats  were  interpolated  from  holdings  on  other  dates.  Farm  stocks  of  barley  and  grain  sorghums  (harvested  for  grain)  have  not  been 
officially  estimated  for  these  dates  but  in  recent  years  they  have  appeared  to  have  ranged  mostly  from  4  to  10  percent  of  the  tonnage  of  corn  and  oats.  The  totals  shown  ex- 
clude corn  held  in  the  form  of  silage  and  fodder  and  exclude  grain  stored  elsewhere  than  on  farms.  For  recent  years  they  include  corn  sealed  on  farms  because  of  Government 
loans. 

3  These  estimates  of  feed  grain  production  differ  from  some  previously  published  in  that  grain  sorghums  harvested  as  forage  and  fed  without  threshing  are  excluded. 

4  Numbers  of  units  of  grain-consuming  livestock  and  chickens  on  farms  Jan.  1  appear  comparable  with  feed  supplies  on  farms  on  that  date  and  with  feed  consumption 
during  12-month  periods  beginning  July  1  of  the  previous  year.  In  using  January  numbers  for  comparison  with  feed  consumption  during  the  first  half  of  the  year  allowance 
needs  to  be  made  for  the  progressive  adjustment  of  livestock  numbers  to  feed  supplies  that  has  occurred  in  some,  seasons  when  conditions  were  abnormal.

Hogs. — The  estimated  number  of  hogs  on  farms  January  1, 
1940,  was  58,312,000  head.  This  represents  an  increase  of  9,029,- 
000  head,  or  18  percent.  This  increase  in  numbers  during  1939 
was  the  second  largest  for  all  years  on  record.  The  value  per 
head  this  year  of  $7.79  was  sharply  down  from  $11.21  a  year 
earlier  with  the  result  that  the  total  value  of  $454,280,000  was 
nearly  $100,000,000  lower  this  year. 

Sheep. — There  was  a  small  increase  of  about  1  percent  in  the 
number  of  all  sheep— from  53,783,000  head  to  54,473,000.  Of 
the  increase  of  690,000  head  in  the  total,  177,000  head  were  in 
sheep  and  lambs  on  feed  for  market  and  513,000  in  stock  sheep. 
The  number  of  stock  sheep  this  year  was  48,473,000  head  com- 
pared with  47,960,000  a  year  earlier.  Although  there  was  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  stock  sheep  in  both  the  native  and 
western  sheep  States,  the  largest  increase — 348,000  head  out  of 
a  total  increase  of  513,000  head — was  in  the  native  sheep  States. 
In  the  13  Western  sheep  States  there  were  increases  in  6  States, 
decreases  in  6,  with  1  unchanged.  The  average  value  per  head 
of  all  sheep  and  lambs  on  January  1,  1940  was  $6.29  compared 
with  $5.75  and  the  total  value  was  $342,893,000  compared  with 
$309,280,000. 

Chickens. — The  number  of  chickens  on  farms  January  1,  1940, 


is  estimated  at  429,022,000  birds,  which  is  about  4  percent  larger 
than  a  year  earlier  and  slightly  exceeds  the  10-year  (1929-38) 
average.  Numbers  have  increased  about  11  percent  from  the 
low  level  of  1938  and  at  the  beginning  of  this  year  were  the 
largest  since  1934. 

Increases  were  shown  in  all  States  except  6,  the  gains  ranging 
from  1  to  16  percent.  Two  States  showed  no  change,  while  I 
showed  slight  decreases.  All  but  1  of  the  States  showing  de- 
creases were  in  the  South  Central  area,  where  increases  averaged 
about  2  percent,  compared  with  increases  of  4  or  5  percent  in  all 
other  geographic  areas. 

Turkeys. — The  estimated  number  of  turkeys  on  farms,  includ- 
ing breeding  stock  and  birds  for  late  marketing,  reached  a  record 
high  level  on  January  1  with  8,567,000  birds,  an  increase  of 
2,149,000  birds  or  33  percent  above  a  year  earlier.  Numbers  at 
the  beginning  of  this  year  were  47  peroent  above  the  10-year 
(1929-38)  average. 

Compared  with  the  10-year  January  1  average,  numbers  this 
year  showed  increases  in  all  geographic  areas,  with  the  greatest 
increase  in  the  East  North  Central  area  of  80  percent,  and  the 
smallest  increase  in  the  South  Central  area  of  13  percent.

Stocks  of  wheat  in  interior  mills,  elevators,  and  warehouses  on 
January  1,  1940,  are  estimated  by  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  to 
be  128,846,000  bushels.  With  the  exception  of  January  1,  1939, 
when  wheat  in  these  positions  totaled  137,097,000  bushels,  the 
present  stocks  are  the  largest  for  any  January  1  in  the  6  years  for 
which  records  are  available.  In  Minnesota,  the  Dakotas, 
Montana,  Oklahoma,  and  Texas,  where  considerable  amounts  of 
wheat  under  Government  loan  are  stored  in  these  positions, 
January  1  stocks  were  the  highest  on  record  for  that  date.  In 
Idaho,  Washington,  and  Oregon,  January  1  stocks  were  about 
average  in  contrast  with  record  high  stocks  in  these  States  on 
January  1,  a  year  ago. 

Combining  stocks  of  wheat  in  interior  mills,  elevators,  and 
warehouses  with  those  held  on  farms  January  1,  1940,  gives  a 
total  of  367,831,000  bushels  compared  with  January  1,  1939, 
stocks  of  417,185,000  bushels  which  are  the  highest  in  the  6  years 
of  record.  Present  stocks  of  all  classes  of  wheat  in  these  posi- 
tions are  shown  in  the  following  table:

Sheep  are  generally  wintering  in  good  condition  and  losses 
have  been  light.  Severe  weather  and  snow  during  January 
caused  some  shrink  in  sheep  in  the  areas  east  of  the  Continental 
Divide.  West  of  the  main  range  there  was  a  general  improve- 
ment in  the  condition  of  sheep,  with  a  marked  improvement  in 
California.  Considerable  feeding  of  sheep  was  necessary  where 
snow  covered  ranges.  Desert  ranges  in  parts  of  Utah,  Nevada, 
Idaho,  Wyoming,  Colorado,  and  Oregon  were  made  available  by 
stock  water  supplied  by  snow  and  rain.  Early  lamb  prospects 
are  good  in  California  and  Arizona.  There  was  some  loss  of 
early  lambs  in  Texas  and  weather  conditions  during  January  were 
unfavorable  for  early  lambs.  Early  spring  feed  prospects  are 
good  in  California,  Arizona,  and  Texas.  Spring  feed  prospects 
have  been  improved  in  Idaho,  Oregon,  and  Washington.
